Hie  French  Government  is  taking  energetic  measures  to  expand 
the  cotton  area  in  Algeria,  according  to  Consul  Haskell  at  Algiers. 

Dans  and  irrigation  canals  are  being  constructod  which  are 
expected  to  increase  the  cotton  area  frcn  5,000  acres  to  sane  55,000 
acres.     It  is  expected  that  this  year  the  dan  on  the  Fodda  Eiver 
will  be  completed,  and  next  year  the  dan  at  la  Vicerie  on  the  Chelif 
River  rill  be  initiated.    This  reservoir  vail  contain  sone  300 
nillion  cubic  meters  of  water,  and  v.ill  be  connected  v.ith  a  series 
of  smaller  dans  and  derivative  canals  rendering  fertile  and  productive 
a  ncv  region  of  land. 

Cotton  has  long  been  cultivated  in  Algiers;  the  official 
records  shov.  that  in  1053  there  were  1,432  acres  under  cultivation. 
Since  1919  there  has  been  a  continual  increase  in  acreage  and  in 
1925  the  largest  acreage  on  record  was  planted.    The  acreage  forecast 
for  1525-26  is  10,000  acres  compared  with  5,000  acres  producing  2,238 
bales  of  478  pounds  not  in  1924-25. 

The  seed  principally  used  are  the  Egyptian  varieties,  Pima  and 
Jitafifi,  vhich  grov:  successfully  in  irrigated  lands;    and  the  short 
staple  American  variety,  Yuma,  which  is  used  vhere  irrigation  is  in- 
possible.    French  experiment  stations  are  at  work  to  produce  a  plant 
especially  suited  to  conditions  in  Algeria. 

The  crop  for  this  season  is  well  under  way  and  promises  to 
give  the  best  results  so  far  obtained. 

BRITISH  EXPAKuIITG  COTTOH  PHOPUCTIOh  IK  KASSALA 

-  An  increased  cotton  crop  in  Kassala,  An- lo-Egyptian  Sudan,  is 
anticipated  in  1925-25,  as  a  result  of  the  completion  of  two  new 
canals  at  ilagauda  and  Ilctateib,  according  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Kassala  Cotton  Ccnpany,  Ltd.,  \  hose  address  before  that  company  is 
quoted  in  The  African  Y.orld  for  June  27,  1925.     In  the  past  season, 
-ie  states,  about  16,000  acres  wore  in  cultivation  and  production 
amounted  to  5,900  bales  of  470  pounds  net.    The  crop  for  Gezira,  QufyuL 
Kassala  and  Tokar  together,  has  boon  forecast  at  22,180  bales  accord-  3  * 
ing  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.

GOTToh  hXPANSIOK  IN  PORTUGUESE  .EAST  AFHICA 

A  company  known  as  the  Anglo-Bast  African  Gotten  Company,  Ltd., 
has  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  and  developing  the  Inharrime 
Estate  comprising  an  area  of  about  75,000  acres  in  Portuguese  East 
Africa,  according  to  Consular  Clerk  Nutting  at  London. 

The  immediate  program  of  this  company  is  to  plant  3oO  acres  of 
cotton  on  lands  already  prepared,  to  clear  and  plant  1,000  acres  for 
mealies  (maize)  in  preparation  for  cotton  next  year,  and  the  follow- 
ing year  to  endeavor  to  have  another  2,000  acres  ready  for  cotton. 
The  program  of  this  company  will  include  tv.o  objects:     the  direct 
cultivation  of  sections  of  its  estate  by  the  company  itself,  and  the 
granting  to  natives  of  plots  suitable  for  cotton  growing. 
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C-2  FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  COTTON 

POSSIBILITY  OF  COTTON  EXPANSION  IN  NIGERIA 

Cotton  production  in  Nigeria  is  of  increasing  coononic  importance, 
and  is  likely  to  continue  so  in  the  future,  according  to  P.  H.  Lamb, 
Deputy  Director  of  Agriculture  in  "The  Empire  Cotton  Growing  Review" 
for  July  1925.    A  steady  increase  in  the  export  of  American  long-staple 
cotton  is  practically  assured. 

While  production  of  cotton  has  boon  steadily  increasing  for  the 
past  few  years,  it  is  still  very  small  considering  the  potential  area 
for  cotton  production.    The  reason  for  this  relatively  slow  expansion 
m  Northern  Nigeria,  the  report  states,  lies  in  the  fact  that  thoro  is 
a  total  absence  of  all  agricultural  implements  other  than  those  used 
m  hand  cultivation,  and  that  the  people  are  dependent  for  their  liveli- 
hood almost  entirely  upon  annual  crops,  which  must  bo  produced  during 
the  rainy  season  which  lasts  only  six  months.    Under  such  conditions, 
the  man-power  of  the  country  is  employed  mainly  in  producing  food  for 
local  consumption  during  the  time  when  cotton  is  grown. 

In  the  Southern  Provinces,  up  until  recently,  thero  was  no  system 
of  central  markets  or  inspection.    The  result  has  been  steady  deterior- 
ation in  the  quality  of  the  cotton.    Recently,  however,   the  government 
has  been  requiring  grading  in  all  the  principal  cotton-growing  districts. 
Increased  production  should  be  attained  by  improving  the  yield  and 
quality.

INCREASED  COTTON  ACREAGE  IN  INDIA 


The  acreage  reported  as  planted  to  cotton  in  India  up  to  the 
time  of  the  first  or  August  acreage  estimate  amounts  to  16,204,000 
acres  which  is  27  per  cent  greater  than  the  acreage  reported  up  to 
the  same  date  last  year  estimated  at  12,712,000  acres,  when  the  final 
estimate  was  26,461,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  Department  of  Statistics 
of  India.    This  is  the  highest  acreage  reported  in  the  first  estimate 
at  least  since  1905-06.    The  nearest  approach  to  it  was  for  the  crop 
of  1914-15  when  the  acreage  planted  up  to  the  time  of  the  first  or 
August  estimate  was  reported  as  14,710,000  acros,  later  revised  on 
the  basis  of  more  complete  returns  to  15,187,000  acros.    The  final 
estimate  of  acreage  in  that  year  amounted  to  24,595,000  acros.  The 
average  relation  of  the  first  estimate  of  acreage  to  the  final 
estimate  during  the  20  year  poriod  has  boon  57.6  por  cent,  although 
for  the  individual  years  the  first  estimate  has  ranged  from  48  por 
cent  of  the  final  figure  in  1924-25  to  66.7  por  cent  in  1915-16. 

This  year  the  monsoon  started  early  and  has  been  gonerally 
favorable  so  it  is  possible  that  planting  has  boon  progressing  more 
rapidly  than  usual,  resulting  in  a  somewhat  higher  percentage  of  the 
total  crop  than  usual  being  planted  up  to  the  time  of  the  first 
estimate  • 

Trade  reports  indicate  a  continuance  of  tho  rains  up  to  about 
the  first  of  August  in  the  Punjab  and  the  United  Frovincos  whore  the 
crop  needed  fine  weather  and  light  rainfall  in  Hyderabad,  Nizam, 
whore  more  rain  was  needed,    ftlscwhoro  favorable  weather  is  reported 
and  the  prospects  of  tho  crop  are  said  to  bo  good. 
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FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  COTTON

The  estimate  of  cotton  acreage  sown  in  Egypt  thin  year  is  1,998,000 
acres  acceding  to  a  cable  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  as  compared  with 
1,856,000  acres  picked  in  1924-25. 

The  Institute  reports  that  the  monsoon  in  India  continues  active. 
Rain  has  occurred  in  Bihar  and  Br4#*  but  is  lacking  in  Bengal.  Trade 
reports  had  previously  indicated  that  on  about  August  1  the  cotton 
crop  of  the  Punjab  was  in  need  of  clear  weather.    Cotton  is  not  an 
important  crop  in  bengal.      The  cessation  of  rain  has  improved  crops 
in  the  United  Provinces  which  on  about  August  first  needed  clear 
weather.

increased  world  cotton  crop 

Forecasts  and  estimates  of  the  cotton  crops  received  to  date 
by  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  indicate 
an  increase  this  year  compared  with  last.    Preliminary  estimates  of  lint 
cotton  production  received  for  all  countries  reporting  to  date  includ- 
ing the  United  States  indicate  a  total  of  25,298,000  bales  of  478  pounds 
net  as  compared  with  23,220,000  bales  for  the  same  countries  last  year. 
The  total  world  production  for  last  year  is  estimated  at  24,700,000 
bales.     Besides  the  United  States,  larger  crops  arc  expected  in  Egypt, 
Russia  and  Anglo -Egyptian  Sudan      A  much  smaller  crop  is  forecast  for 
Mexico,  and  estimates  by  the  Chinese   ^otton  Millowners'  Association 
indicate  a  slight  decrease  belov;  1924-25  in  that  country  but  statistics 
for  the  coming  crop  in  China  have  been  delayed  and  are  less  reliable 
than  those  for  last  year. 

The  first  production  forecast  of  the  1925-26  crop  for  all  India 
is  4,660,000  bales  of  478  pounds  equivalents,  according  to  a  cablegram 
to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment of  Statistics.    Last  year  the  first  for -cast  of  production  was 
5,069,000  bales  which  figure  was  unrevised  in  the  final  estimate,  and 
was  the  largest  crop  on  record.    For  the  past  twelve  years  the  first 
forecase  of  production  averaged  89  per  cent  of  the  final.    The  area  of 
the  coming  crop  is  estimated  at  26,305,000  acres  as  compared  with  an 
estimate  of  24,707,000  acres  made  at  the  same  time  last  year  and  with 
a  final  estimate  of  26,461,000  acres. 


Very  favorable  weather  reports  have  "been  received  from  Egypt 
and  Uganda.     In  Anglo -Egyptian  Sudan  good  progress  is  being  made  in 
developing  the  new  irrigated  areas  and  the  coming  crop  is  predicted  to 
be  over  twice  as  la  rgc  as  thgt  of  last  year.    Picking  began  in  the 
middle  of  November  and  a  good  yield  per  acre  was  expected.
